These changes are believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is 
respectfully requested.

(TPEN) S M as recited in claim 1 , can be found, inter alia, in the specification at page 53 , lines 
2-4. Support for the expression "Abeta peptide (Ap), M as recited in claim 1, can be found, 
interalia, in the specification at page 1, lines 16-19 and at page 24, lines 7-12. Support for 
the expression "reactive oxygen species (ROS)/' as recited in claim 37, can be found, inter 
alia y in the specification at page 25, lines 21-22.

37. A pharmaceutical composition for treatment of conditions caused by 
amyloidosis, Ap-mediated [ROS] reactive oxygen species fRO^ formation, or both, 
comprising: (a) a metal chelator selected from the group consisting of: bathocuproine, 
bathophenanthroline, penacillamine, TETA, and TPEN, or hydrophobic derivatives thereof; 
and (b) one or more pharmaceutical^ acceptable carriers or diluents. 
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
